Reflections from the 
Headmaster’s Office 


CHANGE! CHANGE! 


Elm trees are coming down on every part of the school 
grounds; a new organ is being installed in the Chapel; and, 
at last, Gooderham House boys will have sufficient showers for 
their needs. 

For three years we experimented with a Department 
of Forestry chemical called “Bidrin’” which we used to innoculate 
the 139 elm trees on the Ridley property. This vaccine was de- 
veloped and tested to prevent the Dutch Elm Disease attacking 
non-infected trees. At considerable cost we had hoped to save 
possibly 75% or more of our elms. Unhappily, the experiment 
has been unsuccessful and just to give you an indication, we 
have actually cut down sixteen of our majestic trees in the 
past two months. Many others, of course, have come down in 
the past two or three years. However, each time a tree is 
taken down, we plant at least three to replace it. We hope that 
twenty years from now we will once again have stately trees, 
but they will be of a different species.

During the summer months the Chapel Organ has been 
rebuilt, and remodelled. It was originally installed in 1925 
by Messrs. Casavant et Freres and much of the mechanism had 
reached an advanced stage of deterioration as would be expected 
after some forty-five years of continuous use. The musical 
resources had serious limitations by today’s standards. They 
were mainly of a romantic design, unsuitable for the accompani- 
ment of robust chapel singing and it was difficult to find 
suitable registration for serious organ playing because of its 
limited tonal design. The rebuilding project has included re- 
placement of the old console with a new three manual all 
electric detached console which has adequate modern playing 
aids; renewal of the transmission and magnets; replacement of all 
the delicate leatherwork pallets. Three new steel blowing 
plants have been installed and two rectifiers supply the low 
voltage current for the organ. 

The musical choruses have been revised and an entirely 
new concept now exists with a forward seeking instrument of 
20th century tonal design. The musical improvements have 
been made by replacing obsolete pipes with more suitable new 
pipework of choice design and adding new ranks to all divisions 
for chorus balance purposes. Some romantic voices remain but 
these have been revoiced on modern lines. An unusual feature 
yet to be installed is the Positiv Organ. This division contains 
classical sounds of 17th century vintage and it will be used 
mainly for classical registration in organ performance and tuition. 
Its musical tones are unusually interesting and architectually 
North Chancel Wall with the pipes in a natural display form, 
it is equally interesting, and will be seen cantilevered from the 
standing on a wind chest. The Positiv Organ has very special 
tone quality and examples of this section are relatively new in 
North America since it originated in Europe. At the rear of 
the church a new West Great Organ has been erected; its purpose 
is to assit in the leading of singing so that less organ sound 
will be needed in the Chancel to accompany the robust singing 
for which the School is well known. 


The main part of the organ, the Great Swell and Pedal 
divisions are still located on the South side of the Chancel. 
These have all received major treatment by revoicing or re- 
placing of pipework. An exciting new reed chorus has been 
added to the Swell Organ and these three divisions now have 
new upper work ranks that have added richness to the chorus. 

For those interested in statistics, there are 2,760 pipes, 
almost 1,000 more than in the original organ. The largest 
pipe is made of wood and is 16 feet long. Its interior dimensions

are 12 inches wide by 14 inches deep. This has a frequency 
of 32 cycles per second. The shortest pipe is 4% inch long 
with a diameter of a %4 of an inch and has a frequency of 
16,000 cycles per second. The work has been carried out by 
Messrs. Hill & Son and Norman & Beard Ltd., of London, 
England. This company is one of the well-known organ builders 
in the United Kingdom and has an established history unbroken 
since 1755. 

Boys who returning or entering for the first time into 
Gooderham House will have three new features to look forward 
to: An experimental dormitory with experimental beds; a new 
TV room in the basement; a new shower room; and, hopefully, 
in time a completely refurbished and refurnished Library — 
Common Room. 

Many of you will have had the opportunity to read 
of the controversy amongst High School principals throughout 
the province in connection with the exemption of final examina- 
tions. Just within the past two weeks, the principals belonging 
to the Ontario Headmasters Association decried the existing 50% 
exemption level as being a poor target for any kind of incentive. 
They are now considering raising the exemption level to 60%.

We at Ridley have decided to extend the exemption system 
throughout the Upper School for the academic year 1969-70. 
It was most successful during the past year at the Grade 13 
level. If a boy has a mark of 70% on the year’s work 
in any given subject or an overall average of 75% for all 
subjects taken in the year, he will be exempted from writing the 
examination in that particular subject in the first case or from 
writing any examinations in the second case in June of 1970. 
For the forthcoming year Upper School fees will be 
$2,850.00 plus a voluntary contribution to the Foundation Fund 
of $100.00. In other words, the cost of sending a boy to 
Ridley will be in excess of $3,000.00 providing scholarship € 
bursary assistance has not been granted. Even with fees so 
high, we have more prospective parents knocking on the school 
doors than ever before. We are proud that almost 25% of our 
Ridley population are sons or grandsons of Old Boys. From 
facts which we have gained through the investigation of the 
Long Range Planning Committee, it seems apparent that more 


than twice as many Old Boys of Ridley will make application to 
enter their sons into Ridley for the next five years than took 
place in the preceding five years. For those of you who plan to 
make application, you can never be too early to make your 
intentions known! It is evident that at the time of writing we 
shall once again have a record enrolment even greater than 
that of last September when the School began with 454 boys in 
both Upper and Lower Schools. 

Athletically, this past year was one of considerable success 
in each season ranging from first teams down to the leagues 
in the Upper and Lower schools. To mention one sport in 
particular, most of you will realize that our Heavy Eight crew 
won the Canadian Schoolboy Heavy Eight Championship in 
1968 and then went on to win the American Schoolboy Heavy 
Eight Championship in Washington last May. With most of 
the crew back, ideas are now being developed to return to the 
Royal Henley Regatta in England next June to participate in 
the Princess Elizabeth Challenge Trophy Race; from there the 
team may travel to other regattas in the U.K. and Europe 
culminating with the World Schoolboy Rowing Championships 
in Athens, Greece. Should circumstances permit, we are hopeful 
that we will be able to offer a charter flight to the U.K. for 
approximately seventy or more Ridleians, whether they be past 
or present Parents, Old Boys, or boys currently enrolled at 
Ridley. If our plans work out, you will be hearing about this 
in the late autumn. If any readers of Tiger are even remotely 
interested in such an excursion between the last week of June 
and the end of July, please feel free to write to me. 

The Ridley College Foundation Fund (our living endow- 
ment), exceeded its 1968-9 goal of $70,000.00. Next year 
we are aiming for $115,000.00. Won’t you do your part to help 
egardless of how small your donation is! Ridleians everywhere, 
a) am sure, will continue to support their School to the best of 
their ability. 

For the first time in Ridley history, Art will be offered 
as an academic option at the Vth Form level and will be 
continued in VIB the following year, thus satisfying the re- 
quirements of the Grade 12 Graduation Diploma. Mrs. Gil 
Boa, our Art Teacher, will carry out this project. 

Mr. C. F. Dorland, Housemaster of Merritt House and 
Head of the Geography Department, will launch a Physical and 
Health Education Programme in the Lower School and in all 
sections of the [Vth Form. 

The basic aims of the course in physical education will 
be to develop fundamental skills in individual sports, as opposed 
to team sports, so that we may promote an interest in physical 
activity which will carry over into leisure time — at any age 
of life. Such individual sports as tennis, squash, badminton, 
volleyball, golf and swimming will be developed. For example, 
in swimming, there will be learning-to-swim classes and, if 
possible, Red Cross testing and life-saving. For older boys, 
basic skills in amateur wrestling will also be offered. 

In our health programme the ultimate objective will be 
to help a boy grow into maturity. There is no doubt that the 
adolescent is influenced by many factors in his efforts to 
satisfy his needs. Frank discussion will be developed in such 
areas as smoking, drugs, alcohol and sex. These sensitive areas, 
controversial through every generation gap, will be discussed 
through seminars, films and speakers. 

CHANGES! CHANGES! CHANGES! 

May I quote briefly from my Headmaster’s message as 
contained in Acta Ridleiana of this past year. 

“The lesson is simple when one paints it in orange and 
black — “exhaustion in service” under the Ridley umbrella is a 
pleasure and a satisfaction which brings about a dedication of 
n unusual type. In these days of union unrest, unfortunate 
Olitical uprising, foreign intrigue and bloodshed, student power 
and upsurge, surely most of us must appreciate the strength and 
stability of some traditions and the foundation which has made 
Ridley a great school, not only of the past and the present, 
but also of the future. Change must come, and change 
will come, as it has in the past, but change must never be 


introduced just for change itself. There are many people 
involved in he Ridley family in the present structure of the 


School — the Governors, the Old Boys, the Parents, the 
members of the Master’s Common Rooms and _ the Boys. 
Each group has its own interests to guard and enhance. It is 


the working together of all these facets, the understanding of 
each for each, that will make Ridley an even greater educational 
institution.

If we allow the last six words to be our theme, then 
1969-70 should be another outstanding year spiritually, academic- 
ally and athletically.

New Teaching Trends in History 


All History departments today are confronted with a 
deluge of teaching aids; primary source papers, presentation 
pamphlets, film strips, movies, microfilm and E.T.V. presentations 
to mention only a few of the more common ones available. 
Many of these are being used at Ridley to present particular 
topics, but we must guard against entering into the enter- 
tainment business. All the above materials require training 
and experience to be used effectively. It is all too easy for the 
teacher to use the teaching aids as fillers. It is only by a 
judicial use of such resources that we can build a structured 
learning programme. 

Another experiment that we plan to tentatively explore 
this year is the integration of History with other academic 
subjects in certain time periods. For example, a student may 
be studying the political development of Russia in the 20th 
century in History; while at the same time he is exploring the 
economic development in Geography and reading Russian litera- 
ture of the period in his English course. Although we are only 
beginning this type of interdisciplinary studies, it is hoped that 
in time we may extend it to other areas of our curriculum. 

Mr. Hugh Molson of the History Department was instru- 
mental in starting, and acts as Staff adv:sor for two student run 
groups. The Political Club which has brought a number of 
political personalities to speak to the School this year and the 
Educational Film Society which ran a number of very fine 
movies on Friday or Sunday nights. A small number of boys 
have been attending the Brock Political Science Lecture series 
and the local United Nations Seminars during the past year. 
With Brock University located in St. Catharines we hope that 
there will be an increasing number of educational opportunitic 
available for Ridley students. 

Last year History was made an optional subject by the 
Department of Education in Grades 11 and 12; the results of 
this may prove beneficial for the teacher in that the students 
have chosen the subject and hence the disinterested elements 
have been removed from our classes. But from the student 
point of view this change is very unfortunate because it is not 
until these grades that many students begin to appreciate that 
there is more to the study of History than the rote learning of 
fact. At this age they start to read between the lines of their 
text book and realize that the great events of the past did not 
occur in a vacuum; nor are they explainable in some predigested 
list of causes wrapped up in a textbook. 

The methods, content and even the objectives of all academic 
subjects in secondary schools have changed considerably in the 
last few years. Probably more so in History than in any 
other subject. These changes present a very challenging problem 
to the History department. They involve the History teacher 
in continuous experimentation for new and better methods of 
communication with his students, but at the same time he 
must continue to practice the old traditional techniques of 
communication and learning that have proved successful over 
the years. 

The most obvious and important change in the teaching of 
History at Ridley over the last few years is the attempt to 
change classes from teacher centred to student centred exer- 
cises. Much greater emphasis is placed on student involvement 
and participation. This is being achieved by the increased use 
of seminars, student reports and classroom discussion and with 
less teacher lecturing. 

On the surface these appear to be relatively simple changes 
but they require both teacher and student to overcome years 
of past training. The student who has been taught to liste 
to the teacher and copy down what is written on the blackboar 
finds it difficult to collect the same ideas and material from 
a seminar discussion and make his own notes on the subject. I 
think that all will agree that the latter method of learning is 
more desirable even if the skill involved is more difficult 
to acauire. 





A problem for the teacher that has always been present 
but has grown with the increased emphasis on participation is 
that of evaluation. This is a very subjective process and requires 
experience and training to be done fairly and effectively. All 
members of the History department are acutely aware of their 


weakness in this area and hope with more experience that our 


assessments will become more accurate. 


For some time essays have been an important part of our 
history programme at Ridley. The younger students do at least 








three essays a year and the older boys do up to ten or twelve. 
The teacher attempts to provide the student with guidance 
as to research materials, books and ideas. The library, of 
course, is the centre of this operation and we are very fortunate 
in having a substantial History section in our Matthews Library. 
Mrs. Jane Morris, our librarian, is a constant help not only to 
the boys in their search for materials, but also to the staff of the 
History department. 


Today History classes at Ridley, as at other schools, are 
getting away from reliance on the basic textbook. Their purpose 
today is to provide a minimum core of fact surrounding a 
decision or event of the past. The interpretation and analysis 
of the situation is developed by class discussion, resource 
materials of various descriptions and the books, periodicals and 
papers of the Matthews Library which more and more is 
becoming the centre of the History programme at Ridley.

Our increase in Old Boy contributors this year was 37%. Our increase in Past Parent contributors this year was 26%. 
The overall increase in gifts rose from $42,620 to $57,554 — an increase of over $14,900 or 35 percent. 


This year for the first time current parents were asked for voluntary contributions to the Fund and 437 responded 
magnificently by donating $21,850 and this amount enabled us to reach and pass our target of $70,000.

A Look Away Back - 
And Forward 


In the last issue of The Tiger, there is an article by Larry 
Simons (69) on “What the Old Boy System Has Meant to Me”. 


He refers, of course, to Old Boys within the School. The 
story is thoughtful and well-arranged, worthy of its author. A 
preceding Editor’s Note suggests that in the current issue “an 


Old Boy will review in retrospect the effectiveness of the system 
as he remembers it”. The Editor has asked ine to do just that. 


It may well appear that one, such as I, who is a fully 
fledged member of The Golden Age Club, and whose personal 
involvement in Old - New Boy affairs occurred as far back 
as the dark days of the First Great War, may not be an 
altogether satisfactory interpreter of the contemporary (within 
the last twenty-five years’ scene. On the other hand, good 
fortune ordained that I spend most of my adult life at Ridley. 
Thus, I have seen at first hand much of the success and failure 
of this integral part of the life of every boy during his career 
in the Upper School. Anyway, first things first: 


Back in the days when In the Third and Fourth 
Forms, we took slobbing for granted. In the Fifth Form, we 
were neutrals, and in the Sixth we gave the orders — and 
Prefects had the right to cane, mostly for dormitory or study 
offences. Perhaps because a boy’s life in relation to his family, 
to his school, to plans for his immediate future (we were al! 
going to enlist in the armed forces as soon as possible) was 
relatively simple; perhaps because the Upper School contained 
only about 120 boys; perhaps even (although we did not realize 
it then) because Ridley’s traditions, the School’s pace, were, 
to some extent, still in embryo — whatever the reason, the 
Senior-Junior relationship was elementary and basically sound. 
Slobbing consisted of fetching and carrying (books, laundry, 
messages, etc.) and some bed-making. There was no frantic 
learning lists of Old Boys’ rooms, with foolish penalties for 
failures in  spot-tests, no individual fag-system, no closing of 
windows, no waking of individuals, no cleaning shoes, etc. — in 
short, a very little of the “servant” element. There was one 
bad abuse, gauntlets, which took place every few weeks in the 
basement of School House. The members of the Sixth Form, 
hockey stick, wicket, or some such in hand, stood over the 
juniors, as the | atter crawled on hands and knees, and whacked 
passing bottoms to individual taste. Gauntlets ended in about 
1918 through a simple edict from the authorities. A year or 
so later, the rather tough initiation of New Boys also passed 
into limbo. 

Twenty years of uneasy peace in the world followed. At

Ridley, the Old-Neutral - New Boy relationship continued much 
as before, with but little dissatisfaction on any side and few 
abuses. In the early thirties, the Prefects lost the right to cane, 
again by an edict from above. 

It is not easy to say just when, and why, the Old - New 
Boy relationship come to be dignified by the name “System”, 
with the complications and abuses inherent in such a title — 
probably, and unconsciously during the War of 1939-45, due to 
an increase in the enrollment, to a weakening of the over-all 
Staff-structure (good masters are hard to obtain during a 
World War), and to the fact of Hiroshima, from which may 
be dated the beginning of the Twentieth Century as it is 
now. 

The abuses and weaknesses of today’s Old Boy System are 
well known to most masters at Ridley and, as Larry says, to 
many boys. It’s benefits are harder to pin-point. I think 
that it still is fundamentally good for a boy of 14-15 years 
to undergo a period of subservience to other, even if only 
slightly older, boys, and to learn the responsibility that accmo- 
panies power when he in turn becomes slightly older, but I do 
not advocate the continuance of the present arrangements. The 
System has become heavy with the hamper of petty rules, of 
organization spawned from misplaced emphasis, and of a few, 
but very real abuses by individuals — there are some in every 
barrel, and Ridley is no exception. 

The Old - New Boy relationship of today does not foster 
that intangible but all-important, ingredient of a great school, 
“spirit”. It may even, detract from it. 

I think that it might be a good thing for Ridley were the 
whole arrangement ,except for the Prefects perhaps, and a number 
of carefully chosen House Monitors, to be eliminated for a 
year. This would provide a period for evaluation. A committee, 
including representative present boys could observe and, at ir 
end, suggest. 

I doubt if any dire harm would come to Ridley were 
there to be no Old Boy System for one year. I suspect that 
it would be followed by the re-introduction of some form of 
demarcation between seniors and juniors. “Systems”, or what 
have you, the new order would be founded on balanced thinking. 
The trees of abuse and of ill-considered emphasis would be 
cleared away, to reveal the wood of inherent value.

The Executive Game 


As an interesting experience this past winter, five senior 
students were promoted to the Board of Directors of a multi- 
million dollar manufacturing corporation. Their goal — to 
make as much money as possible and to drive all existing 
competition into the ground. 

The competition was composed of six other teams from 
four independent secondary schools in Ontario. Namely, U.C.C., 
T.C.S., U.T.S., and St. George’s. The Corporation itself was 
merely On paper. Determining which companies made and 
which companies lost money was all done by a delicately 
programmed computer. 

This experience, formally known as the “Executive Game” 
was primarily an exercise designed to stimulate thinking and 
decision making based on known facts. The game originated 
at U.C.L.A. in California and is used there in Business Admin- 
istration Courses. Since then it has been used in Business 
Management Courses in Canada. Urwick Currie and Partners 
Ltd., of Toronto a management consultant firm is sponsoring 
this version of the “game”. They have found it useful in their 
own business administration courses, but, this is the first time 
that the game has been played below the University level. 

The “Executive Game” as a decision making exercise, calls 
for making top level management decisions in a manufacturing 
industry. These decisions include the following: selling price of 
product, marketing and advertising budget, research and develop- 
ment budget, maintenance budget, investment in plant and 
equipment, production volume, raw material purchases and 
whether or not to declare a dividend. 

In making each decision, the management team must take 
into consideration a number of factors such as the economic 
index for the current period, the seasonal factor affecting pro- 
duct sales, other companies’ marketing policies and price and a 
host of other details. Once a set of figures has been derived 
on the basis of these factors (a set of figures which must 
represent the company’s basic policy), the figures are sent into 
Urwick Currie where they are fed into a computer. The 
computer weighs each company’s “decisions” against that of 
all the other companies; then on the basis of these, determines 
the sales volume and the operating costs of each company. 
These are printed out in the form of separate financial state- 
ments which are then returned to the respective companies. On 
the basis of these statements and the other mentioned factors, 
another set of figures is then dervied by the team and is sent in. 
Each period in the game represents a quarter of a fiscal year. 
In this version, the game ran for two fiscal years or eight 
quarters. The winner of the game was declared on the basis of 
which company had the highest rate of return on the stock 
holder’s equity at the conclusion of two fiscal years. 

This was the situation presented to the Ridley students. 
The team composed of five Grade 12 boys (Wallace, Watson, 
Feasby, Hodgson and Camelford) met once a week with Mr. 
to discuss the results from the previous quarter and to arrive 
Hopper, Ridley’s Business Administrator and the team coach, 
at new decisions. At the end of the first fiscal year, Ridley 
was in second place less than 1% behind U.TSS. 


During the fifth period we took first place, but then, due 
to an excess of inventory (which cost us a great deal in 
carrying charges) we slipped to third place until the end of the 
game, where, after two fiscal years we were firmly locked in a 
tie with U.T.S. Thus, the game ended, for the first time being 
played by secondary schoolboys and in a tie. 


It is unfortunate that now we see all the mistakes we 
made in playing the game. Perhaps our greatest error was in 
the amount of money we poured into advertising. Our average 
in dollars spent in this field was about the highest. As a result 
we received a fantastic number of orders for our product, but, 
because we did not co-relate our production carefully enough, 
we were caught-short several times without the inventory to 
fill all our orders. Had we not suffered this problem to the

extent we did, we could almost certainly have won the game. 

However, the game was well worth the effort in so much 
as the experience we gained, and the insight we gained in the 
world of big business. Our thanks go to Mr. Hopper who 
donated so much of his time to coach us to reach our decisions. 
Our thanks also go to Urwick Currie and Partners Ltd., for 
staging this excellent competition.
